then hit a peak of 1,900 000 m 
February after which reductions 
would be "necessary in order to 
keep within the present appropria- 
tion "

This is the third attempt to pass 


a law of this type One was passed 
at the regular session in 1935, and 
was declared invalid because it

when due, are in fact penalties and 
not debts and m reality no part of 
the tax 
It follows that if the 
legislature passes an act remitting 
a penalty formerly imposed, it is 
not commuting or remitting the 
tax itself That the legislature has 
the power to lay down penalties 
for failure to make prompt pay- 
ment of taxes cannot 
be ques- 


tioned 
If it has the power to Im- 
pose a penalty in order to induce 
payment of a tax, it would seem 
that it also- has power to Temlt the 
penalty to 
induce payment of 
those taxes that have become de- 
linquent. Remission of a penalty 
Is an act of grace on the part of 
the legislature, to which constitu- 
tional provisions as to uniformity 
of taxes do not ordinarily apply. 


Taxes are Not Debts. 


The court says the imposition 


of a penalty is punitive in charac- 
ter and it is generally held to be 
the rule that an act waiving or 
remitting the penalty is unaffected 
by constitutional requirements of 
equality and uniformity

Eodgers of Milford to Test 


State Commission Order. 
Ralph C. Rodgers of Milford, 


milk and cream trucker, on behalf 
of himself and other truckers, ap- 
pealed Monday afternoon to the 
supreme court from a finding and 
order of the state railway commis- 
sion, which denied him and other 
truckers exemption from the legis- 
lative act of 1937 which authorizes 
the commission to regrulate and 
make rates for carrier of pro- 
perty. 
The 
commission 
denied 
Rodgers' application for a certifi- 
cate to operate as a common car- 
rier of property and yet to be ex- 
empt from provisions of the regu- 
lations of the commission. Rodgers 
contended that the legislative act 
exempts carries of milk and cream 
from the farm 
to market. The 
commission found that Rodgers is 
riot an employe of either the farm- 
ers or of the Roberts dairy and 
Beatrice 
creamery company of 
Lincoln. Rodgers said he hauls for 
farmers to market and that he 
receives his pay In the form of a 
deduction from the cream checks. 
He said he returns the empty cans 
and hauls nothing: else on his 
return trips. He contended that 
milk and cream haulers are ex- 
empt from the state law because 
they haul "dairy and farm prod- 
ucts." In refusing to grant a re-

ROOSEVELT'S MESSAGE. 


Five topics took up much of the 


time the president devoted to his 
report to congress on the state 
of the union. These were the Jap- 
anese situation with its complica- 
tions, farm control, the wages and 
hours issue, balancing the budget 
and the business situation. 
The 


president argued strongly for con- 
trol of agriculture and for 
the 


passage of the wages and hours 
bill. He devoted the first part of 
his message to the Japanese war 
situation 
and 
expressed 
great 


pleasure that he could tell con- 
gress that "the nation is at peace. 
It has bee-n kept at peace despite 
provocations which in other days, 
because of their seriousness, could 
well have engendered war." 


In relation to the agriculture 


bill, the president outlined three 
methods of dealing with the situ- 
ation. The first is to cut our cost 
of farm production below that of 
other nations. This, he held, is an 
obvious 
impossibility 
in 
many 


crops unless we revert to human 
slavery or its equivalent. The sec- 
ond is to make the government the 
guarantor of farm prices and the 
underwriter of excess production 
without limit. That course, he held, 
would bankrupt the strongest gov- 
ernment in the world in a decade. 
The third plan, the president's 
choice, is to place crop respon- 
sibility directly on the farmers 
themselves, under the principle of 
majority rule, so that they may 
decide, with full knowledge of the 
facts of surpluses, scarcities, world 
markets and domestic needs, what 
the planting of each crop should 
be in order to maintain a reason- 
ably adequate supply, "which will 
assure a minimum adequate price 
under the normal processes of the 
law of supply and demand." 


By this subterfuge he sidesteps 


the issue of government control. 
What he proposes is but a gesture. 
That was the idea of the old AAA 
plan, but every farmer knows how 
majorities were secured and that 
pressure was brought upon par- 
ticipants in the program to per- 
mit government agents to have 
their way. 


The president classified those 


business had been attacked. He 
said that to accuse him of such 
intent was wilful deception.

The fact that it came in a "re- 
cession" that abruptly cut off the 
upward march to better conditions, 
and following a special session of 
congress where the chief executive 
did not have his way, may account, 
in part at least, for the change in 
tone and the somber, carefully 
phrased message. Nevertheless de- 
termination to urge his theories 
and to fight for his program is in- 
dicated forcefully.

vention and "breaking up" of the 
cri ("colds" to you)—small doses 
have been shown to check the 
growth and multiplication of pneu- 
moecocci and to promote leucocy- 
tosis. which is a vital part of im- 
munity—quinine is famous for its 
tonic effects. 


A tonic is a remedy which re- 


stores enfeebled function and pro- 
motes vigor and a sense of well- 
being. Probably no other remedy 
answers the description-so well as 
quinine. It causes an increase not 
only in the number of white blood 
corpuscles or phagocytes 
(leuco- 


cytosis) but also in the number of 
red corpuscles. For the latter rea- 
son it is commonly prescribed by 
itself or in combination with iron 
or other remedies in anemia. 


Quinine is especially effective as 


a tonic, in daily dose of three to 
six grains, in exophthalmic goitre, 
"toxic" goitre, "inward" goitre, 
hyperthyroidism, Grave's disease. 
Likewise in the many masked or 
unrecognized cases of hyperthy- 
roidism that pass as "nervousness" 
or as "incipient tubuerculosis." In 
any case where the thyroid gland 
is overactive quinine in daily dose 
of three to six grains restrains the 
excessive metabolism or tearing 
down of tissues and has a whole- 
some sedative influence on the 
nervous system. 


In the healthy, normal, well- 


balanced individual there is a nice 
adjustment 
between activity 


performance (exhibition) arid re- 
straint or control, both influences 
governed by the nervous system. 
Quinine tends to tone or invigorate 
the inhibitive side where this is 
weak. Hence it is a useful remedy 
in many cases of chorea (St. Vi- 
tus's dance) where spinal inhibi- 
tion is weak, and in cases of 
enuresis (bedwetting) where the 
normal inhibition control of the 
bladder function is deficient.

ommended quinine, in doses of one 
or two grains of quine sulphate in 
tablet or pill three times a day for 
two weeks or more, to many thou- 
sands of wretches to prevent stage 
fright. So far as I know the mor- 
tality rate among my clients is 
still zero, altho many asking for 
the

seem 
certain 


they'll 'die when they face the audi- 
ence or undergo the examination 
The effect of quinine in assuaging 
this thing called stage fright is 
due to its tonic, invigorating influ- 
ence upon the spinal inhibition and 
the conseq'uent restoration of self- 
confidence. Beauty of the treat- 
ment is that, even if it fails to do 
much good it can do no harm a 
any rate. Two or three weeks is 
long enough before the ordeal to 
take the quinine, as a rule. 


Finally, quinine has for years 


been employed as a heart tonic es 
pecially where there is any irregu 
larity in the heart beat. The tonic 
dose here is the same—two grain 
of quinine sulphate three times a 
day.

The city of Lincoln hopes to get 


out of the tourist camp business 
and, 
if a legal way may be pre- 


scribed, will piobably abandon the 
cemetery business from an oper- 
ative standpoint. 
Director Krick- 


ton recently called to the public's 
attention the fuci that the city, 
since taking over the tourist camp 
in Antelope parl. rrom the Lincoln 
Auto club four, years ago, ho.! 
operated at a deficit of $3,726.35. 
He also sugges'.ea that it seems 
unwise for the i-ity to operate a 
public cemetery wncn "we have a 
successful public agency in our 
community created for that and 
no other purpose." 


Mayor Copeland is emphatically 


in favor of going out of the tourist 
camp business and also, if arrange- 
ments can be made, to turn the 
Havelock cemetery over to the 
trustees of Wyuka cemetery. That 
the mayor, has the support of his 
colleagues ' is indicated from the 
following expressions: 


R. E. Campbell: "In my opinion 


the ci-y should go out of the tour- 
. ist camp business. There are pri- 


vately operated camps well main- 
tained with facilities to meet all 
r e q u i r e m e n t s at reasonable 
charges. 
I certainly am not in 


favor of having the city in the 
hotel business. I should like also 
to see the city go out of the ceme- 
tery business if it is possible foi 
Wyuka to take over." 


E. L. Smith: "I think it is obvi- 


ous. 
The city should not be en- 


gaged in the tourist camp busi- 
ness.

time this winter's snow began to 
fall In the Bitter Root mountains, 
the government's 
bureau 
of air 


commerce made an announcement 
which, before spring, may be the 
measure of the difference between 
life and death for some plane load 
of air travelers. The bureau said 
a 
full 
powered, 
simultaneous 


weather broadcast and radio ran, 
station 
had just been 
commis- 


sioned on top 
of Looltout moun- 


tain adjacent to Mullan Pass, Ida 
At 6,400 feet above sea level that 
station 
is now supplying 
direc 


tional radio and essential weather 
information to planes flying the 
Northern Transcontinental Airway 
thru the Pass. 


Thus, the government completed 


another link in the radio station- 
light beacon chain on which hangs 
the safety of virtually all ship1 
that carry 
passengers 
and cer- 


tainly all that 
carry 
them thru 


dark or cloudy skies 
That ch'am 


being strengthened constantly. 


Already light beacons have been 
set at intervals of 15 miles over 
the 22,000 
miles of 
federal aii 


routes. Swinging a 1,500,000 can- 
dlepower beam acfoss the hoi-izon 
six times a minute tho flash of ono 
of these beacons can be seen by a 
pilot 30 or more miles away on a 
clear night. 


Along 
the same 
22,000 miles, 


the government has more than 80 
radio broadcasting 
stations 
and 


about 165 range stations and 55 
radio markers. It also has about 
14,000 miles of teletype communi- 
cations circuits, supplemented by 
radio broadcasts, for distribution 
of weather information. The men 
operating the new Bitter Root sta- 
tion, for instance, can supply 
pilot at any- time with informa- 
tion of the weather anywhere in 
their territory. 


These men and others like them 


in other remote stations are grad- 
ually building: up a tradition in

Efforts Made From Both 


Sides of Pole. 


WASHINGTON. GT). A brilliant 


Arctic moon, now coming; to the 
full, has stimulated two sets of 
explorers to renewed search for 
the lost soviet polar flier Sigis- 
muncl Levanevsky. 


Levanevsky. his co-pilot, V. I. 


Lcvchenko, and his crew of four, 
flying a four motor airplane of 
Russian make, tried to span the 
north pole cnroute to Alaskti from 
Russia, Aug. 12. 
They were heard from last in 


the vicinity of the pole. Explor- 
ers on the 
Amei it-an side ai c 


headed by Sir Iluboit Wilkins and 
on the Russian side by Boris Chuk- 
honovsky. The latter aided in the 
rescue of the Itahun Gen. Umberto 
Nobile and membei s of his dis- 
astrous dirigible polar expedition 
in 192S. 
Present rescue operations consti- 


tute the second concentrated effort 
to find the group. They must be 
conducted by 
moonlight, during 


the long Arctic night.

"The lawsuit." Lee's statement 


said, "was never started upon the 
;heory of blocking the Columbus 
(Loup) 
and Sutherland 
(Platte 


Valley) projects, as such, or an- 
other project, either for irrigation, 
lower or for any other purpose. 
The suit was only started to pre- 
vent a vast, statewide, federally 
manipulated, interconnected state 
project." 


Lee's statement follows: "I have 
not, of course, had opportunity to 
read the opinion since it was an- 
nounced at noon Saturday. It is 
my understanding 
that the au- 


preme court affirmed the. circuit 
court of appeals and held that the 
Alabama and Duke power compa- 
nies had no right to bring injunc- 
tive actions because under the pe- 
culiar facts of those cases a suf- 
ficient interest was not shown on 
:he 
part 
of 
those 
plaintiffs. 


Whether this rule and announce- 
ment will bind the Iowa-Nebraska 
Light and Power company and 
control the Nebraska case, I can- 
not obviously determine until I 
have had a chance in behalf of our 
company to read and study the 
opinion. I am quite sure from my 
knowledge' of the Alabama 
and 


Duke power cases that no such 
coercion, intimidation, t h r e a t s , 
pressure and interjection of PWA 
and federal dominion to the de- 
struction of state rights and state 
sovereignty were present in the 
Alabama and Duke cases as in the 
Nebraska case. It is very prob- 
able that the cases in question 
may in this regard be differenti- 
ated and distinguished from the 
Nebraska case, and if so there will 
still be left a large, undetermined, 
constitutional and justifiable issue. 


"The 
Nebraska litigation was 
started when and only when state 
sovereignty was attacked, the en- 
abling act under which Nebraska 
hydro-electric 
districts were or- 


ganized was sought to be emascu- 
lated and PWA and allied federal 
interests attempted illegally and 
unconstitutionally 
to 
project 
superpower scheme in this state 
under federal pressure, coercion 
and dominion of such a character 
as to invade and annihilate our 
properties and the interests and 
equities of our stock and» bond- 
holders. We challenged only the 
superpower scheme of the federal 
government 
of which we 
have 


heard so much in recent months 
and the invasion and destruction 
of state sovereignty and the amal-

MEMORY RESEARCHES 


Dr. Worcester Finds That It 


Functions to High Degree 


Over Long Period. 


Dr. D. A. Worcester, chairman 


of the department of educational 
psychology an^ measurements of 
the University of Nebraska, told 
scientists attending 
the 
annual 
convention of the American Asso 
elation for the Advancement of 
Science held in Indianapolis during 
the holidays that his personal re- 
search demonatratcd that memoiy 
in the human being' really func- 
tions to a high degree over long 
periods of time and that the ability 
to memoriste^does not deciease sig- 
nificantly during the years. In 
order to" test his retention 
over 


long periods, Dr. Worcester began 
a series of memorization tests back 
in 1915 
when he 
committed to 
memory several 100 word selec 
tions from the works of Arnold am 
Huxley, 
selections 
which 
were 


wholly unfamiliar to him. In 1920 
the same 
paragraphs 
were re- 
learned and again in 1936 he again 
committed 
to memory some o 
these same selections. In addition 
he also partly memorized similai 
selections which had been read bj 
' him more than 100 times in 1920 to 


ot*ier persons in order that thej 
might learn them. During the 193 
research he learned 
four new ae 
lections from the same authors. 
During 
each learning 
perioc 


ome of the memory 
work was 
one by listening to others read 
*e passages aloud and eorne was 
one by his reading it over several 
mes 
"I found that by the auditory 
.ethod of memorizing it required 


an average ol 13 minutes for me to 
earn one of the selections back in 
915, but this same passage was 
elearned by myself in 1920 m 7.24 
minutes and relearned again in a 
ittle over 5 minutes a year ago," 
ays Dr. Worcester- "By the visual 
method It took me only about 6 
minutes to learn one of the 100 
vord selections in 1915; three min- 
utes in 1920, and almost four min- 
utes to relearn It again in 1936. 
nterestingly enough, the material 
kVhich was read 
many times in 
order that others could learn it in 
.920 was memorized by me in 1936 
as efficiently as was that which 
was fully memorized on the earlier 
dates. 


'New mateiial of the same kind 
that was learned in 1936 required 
a little more time for learning than 
was necessary in 1915. differences 
which may have been due to the

Ailments Peculiar to 


Women Mustn't Be 
Considered Trivial

DIFFICULT MENSTRUATION 


or "dysmenorrhea", as the doctors 
call it, is the most universal of fe- 
male complaints. Many women suf- 
fer from pain or discomfort during 
menstruation. 
Others suffer se- 


vere and excruciating- pain to such 
an extent that it becomes necessary 
to stay in bed for several days. 


Unfortunately, many women ac- 
cept this misery as a perfectly nor- 
mal experience. They fail to real- 
ize that it is a really abnormal con- 
dition and should be regarded as a 
warning signal. Early attention to 
the condition saves a great deal of 
unnecessary 
discomfort, 
anxiety 


and pain. 
Dysmenorrhea may be the result 


of one of many things. In young 
girls it may be the first sign of low- 
ered resistance, anemia and general 
weakness. When this is the case, 
the administration of certain topics 
and the building up of the general 
health will relieve the distress and 
discomfort of the period. 


Consult Doctor 


This difficulty is commonly en- 


countered in individuals who are 
deprived of sufficient hours of rest 
and relaxation. It may be the re- 
sult of constipation, nervousness, 
arthritis or some other constitu- 
tional disease. It is amazing to see 
the relief that is obtained when the 
victim gets rid of these associated 
disorders. 
If the menstruation period has 


always been normal and suddenly 
becomes irregular and painful, it is 
vitally important for you to consult 
with a doctor. It is unwise to re- 
sort to the use of patent medicines 
and home medication. The relief 
they afford is only temporary and 
has no effect In bringing about a 
removal of the cause. The physi- 
cian can discover the cause, but 
only after complete physical ex- 
amination. 
I venture to say that many of 


the so-called chronic diseases of 
middle-aged women can be traced 
to neglect of dysmenorrhea and 
other menstrual irregularities dur- 
ing early life. It is equally true 
that many cases of cancer of the 
womb could have been prevented 
if early medical attention had been 
obtained. 


Heed Warning 


It is unwise to neglect any of 


these conditions. 
When nature 


gives any sign or warning, it should 
be heeded. The disturbance may 
be due to some upset in the glandu- 
lar system of the body. This can 
be remedied easily by modern 
methods of what the doctors call 
glandular therapy. This means ol 
treatment has only been available 
within recent years, and everyone 
should take advantage of the prog- 
ress in modern scientific knowl- 
edge. 


Occasionally it may be necessnrj 


to have an operation. As a rule 
this is simple in its nature. In tin 
hands of a competent surgeon il 
is indeed a trivial procedure anc 
one not to be feared.

The lules changes 
announced 
after a two day session here were: 
1. Hereafter any forward pass 
(excepting those made on fourth 
down) which becomes incom- 
plete behind the goal line, will 
be treated as tho it struck the 
ground in the field of play. An 
incomplete forward pass behind 
the goal line on fourth down 
will as now result in a touch- 
back. 
2. When the ball goes out of 
bounds between the goal lines, 
or becomes dead within 15 yards 
of the side line, in which case it 
shall be put in play at a spot 15 
yards from that side line, in- 
stead of 10 yards as heretofore. 
The new rule governing passes 
means the offensive team can now 
make three consecutive Incomplete 
passes in the end zone, barring, 
of course, fourth down, without

So it happened—one of the few 
times 
in heavyweight history— 
that the champion was the short- 
ender in the betting when the men 
climbed into the ring in Chicago.

They yelled for Nelson, the Dur- 
able Dane, while Gans cut the 
Dane down. Between punches, he 
chatted mournfully with newspa- 
per men around the ring. Nelson 
Fouled him in the -12nd round and 
lost the fight. 


In two later bouts, in 3908, Gans 
as knocked out by Nelson In 17 


and 21 rounds, respectively. 
He 


died soon afterward, at the ago 
of 34, by his own reckoning.

said, "and nobody cares."

Sam was no 
sober philosopher, with Arab fea- 
tures and a tiagic mask. He had

He used to jump 
out of bed in the morning (when 
he hart been to bed) with a shout 
of; "This is my happy day!" Liv- 
ing up in Harlem now, nearly 
stone blind, Sam has a lot of happy 
days to remember, and not much 
else. 


The Boston Tar Baby was born 


in Nova Scotia. He was a lumber- 
jack and a bricklayer before he 
became a fighter. 
Small for a 


heavyweight in his prime, never 
much over the light heavyweight 
limit, he was swift, strong, and 
cunning-. "And he hit like a mule." 
adds Harry Wills, a Harlem neigh- 
bor, for whom Langford had and 
still has the deepest contempt. 


Sam lost fights almost as often 


as he won them. He did what he 
was told. 
There was never any 


prospect of his fighting for the 
title except when Jack Johnson 
was champion, and Johnson looked 
thoughtfully the other way when 
Sam clamored for a fight. This 
was a novel species of color line. 
It used to make Sam sore.
